OUEBEC BRIDGE'S
MID-SPAN FALLS:
MANY LIVES LOST

Linking Section Weighing
5000 Tons Drops Dur-
ing Placement

SECOND BIG ACCIDENT

MONTREAL, Sspt. 11.—The ecentral span
of the Quebec bridge, which has heen under
construction for many years and which
wan to link the Canadian transcontinental
railway systems from Hallfax to Vancou-
ver, fell today ns it was belng placed in
position, killing many workmun

The span, which welghs about five thou-
sand tons, was towed to the bridge site
early this morning and was baing holsted
160 feet by specinlly constructed jacks and
chiing whan 1t fell from a distance of about
fifteen fest into the river.

An estimate by oMolnls of the bridge
bullding company placed the death st in
the disaster at twenty-five,

It In estimated that there were ninety
men on the bridge at the time the span
collapsad,

Ona of the girders holding the span at the
northern corner first gave way as the huge
mans of stesl was belng lifted Into position.
The remaining jackets held for a few mec-
onds and then gave way, and the span,
with a mighty splash, plunged Into the
channal. As the St Lawrence River at this
polnt s about 200 feet in depth, ¥¢ s not
believed trafMc will be Impeded.

Arrangemonts havae been made to send
divers down to ascertain If it will be pos-
alble 10 ralse the span and also find if the
channel has been blocked.

Governinent Ministers, eminent engineera
and specially Invited guests from all over
the world were present to witness the feat
of placing the span

The placing of the central spun had been
heralded an one of the greatest engineering
feats of the world, and a commission of ex-
perts from Cireat Britaln, Germany and
the United States worked out the n'una.

This ia the catastrop’ ut the
bridge. In 1007 seventy lives w . & lost by
the collapse of a portion of the structure
then under construction. It was following
this calamfy that the Canadlan Govern-
ment called on the moat eminent enginears
that could be secured to rebuild and com-
plets the structure. The contractors were
the 5t. Lawrence Bridge Company.

The bridge was bullt for the purpose of
shortening the rallway journey across the
continent by about 300 miles. It was to be
used by eslght railways, the C, P, R, Grand
Trunk, Delaware and Hudson, Intercolonial,
Quebec Central, Quebec and Lake St. John,
Quebeo and Saguenay and Canadian North-
ern.

The principal dimensions of the bridge
are: Length from shore to shore, 3889 feet ;
width between buttresses, 1800 feet; length
of central span, 6§40 feet; helght of central

For the frat time the service on the subway
and elevated lines of the Interborough Ra-
pid Tranait Company dropped below normal,
while service on the surface lines In virtu-
ally at a standstill during the early hourn

The traction officlals explained the poorer
service on the subway and elevated as due
to the unprecedented demand caussd by
oessation of surface transportation, but the
union leaders say that many of the Imer-
borough employes, heretofore loyal to the
corhpany, have jolned the union ranks.
